SEWERS. 


On account of a vote to build a sewer from the new schoolhouse 
whenever built, at a special town meeting held July 30, 1908, the 
selectmen felt justified to build it this year so that school could be 
kept in new schoolhouse at once, under good sanitary arrangements. 
It will also take care of a large amount of troublesome surface water. 
There was 824 feet of 10-inch pipe laid, also four man-holes and two 
catch basins built. A large part had to be laid 10 feet deep and some 


more.

Third Annual 
Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the school board: In their report of 1904 the 
school board called attention to the need ofa new school- 
house at the village. Three years later this need was 
again emphasized. ‘The school reports of 1908 and 1909 
were full of it. It is a pleasure to report that now, 
after six years of discussion, the building has material- 
ized and isin use. The transfer of the old, large sized, 
high school seats to a room planned for seats of smaller 
size crowds the floor space of the grammar room; other- 
wise the entire building presents a most attractive 
appearance. The remaining seats have been loaned by 
Penacook Union School District until the district, at its 
coming meeting, can provide for their purchase or for 
replacing them with new ones. To equip the entire build- 
ing with the best type of adjustable seat and desk would 
cost about two hundred seventy-five dollars. The Pena- 
cook desks can be purchased for a small sum, perhaps 
fifty dollars. ° . 

At the district meeting provision should also be made 
for the erection of a substantial fence around the entire 
playground. The plot in front of the building should 
be reserved for a lawn and graded. 

While it is a disappointment to me that the new 
building contains no space for added rooms, I realize 
that conditions of the title to the old property are such 
that athird school, if itis organized, should be conducted 
in the old building until such timeas the district can 
sell that building, or purchase the land and sell both 
land and building, and use the proceeds to provide more 
room in the new building. 


While all friends of the schools regret the shortening 
of the winter term it will be remembered that the district, 
after providing for the erection of a new building, pro- 
ceeded to retrench by cutting down materially its 
appropriation for the support of schools. After the 
current school year the schools must be maintained at 
least thirty weeks or we shall lose a large part of the 
state money. ‘This year we have lost a good teacher by 
closing the schools so early, and the grammar school 
will have three different teachers this year—a return to 
conditions of three years ago. To lengthen the school 
year either salaries must be lower or more money must 
be provided. The great improvement in the primary 
school this year will convince parents that so long as a 
higher salary means a better teacher the low salary 1s 
not an economy. 

With the village school properly housed and a longer 
year provided for, the rural school problem, kept in the 
background for a year or two, should receive careful 
consideration, though such consideration will hardly 
insure a speedy solution. The owner of the back farm, 
who must pay taxes for years to come on the village 
schoolhouse, has a right to expect from village residents 
a willingness to make proper provision for schooling his 
children. Every child on the farm ought to have an 
opportunity to attend a good school for thirty weeks in 
the year. A good school requires at least, a good teacher, 
classes of some size, comfortable and attractive quarters. 

It would cost but little to put both rural schoolhouses 
into fairly good condition. The Center house needs a 
better entrance and blackboards;Murray Hilla new shed, 
or at least new closets, and blackboards, and paint and 
' paper inside the room and hall. The schools as located 
cannot in any way provide classes large enough to make 
the work interesting nor does the future promise larger 
schools. Only two of the Murray Hill pupils live any- 


where near the schoolhouse and all but four of the 
Center pupils live at some distance. To secure trained 
teachers for these little schools is nearly impossible; if 
they come they will not stay; and the untrained, 
inexperienced, girl will remain only long enough to gain 
a bit of experience, if she has any ability and ambition. 

I believe the rural school problem must be worked 
out either by transportation over longer distances or 
by consolidation with neighboring towns. Such trans- 
portation should not be undertaken without providing 
the best possible vehicles and reliable drivers, and the 
distances must not exceed the limits of the endurance cf 
the least sturdy pupils. Just what might be accom- 
plished by way of consolidation with adjoining towns 
could be told only by someone intimately acquainted 
with school conditions in all the towns. The time must 
soon come when legislation will provide for a unit of 
school administration larger than the town. Meanwhile 
the supervisory district may be able to accomplish 
something in the way of consolidating schools near town 
boundaries. A superintendent, for instance, having in 
charge the schools of Hill, Bristol, Alexandria and 
Danbury might, in the light of his knowledge of all 
‘these towns, see opportunities which no one school 
board could discern. I wish here to urge you, since the 
present supervisory district is composed of towns so far 
apart that the arrangement is not likely to be permanent, 
to be considering the possibility of alliance with neigh- 
boring towns. 

Recent legislation requires the school board in 
their annual report to state the amount needed for high 
school tuition, for text-books and pupils’ supplies, and 
for flags. I recommend that you report one hundred 
sixty dollars needed for text-books and pupils’ supplies 
and twenty dollars for flags. 

This year’s attendance table is worthy of study. You. 


will note increased per cent of attendance in the primary 
school and poor attendance in rural schools, the highly 
commendable decrease in tardiness at Murray Hill and 
its decided increase in the grammar school, and that 
the average membership is slowly diminishing.
